NO FREEDOM LIKE UNITED STATES 

A n anti-Bolshevist meeting was held in 
New York recently to hear Morris 
Gordin tell “Why I lost my faith in Com¬ 
munistic Russia.” 

Newspaper reports state that ‘‘one-third 
of the 600 persons at the meeting were 
women. The audience applauded every 
point Gordin made against present condi¬ 
tions in Russia and there seemed to be 
unanimous approval of his declaration that 
Russia was slowly but surely progressing 
toward a ‘republic of the United States of 
Russia.’ 

“The speaker, formerly a student at the 
University of Chicago, was a draft-soldier 
in the American anny during the W’oi'ld 
War, Until 1921 when he came to Russia, 
he was one of the leaders of the New York 
Communist Party. He returned here last 
Septembei’. Describing his conclusions re¬ 
garding his nearly three years of experi¬ 
ence in Russia, Gordin said: 

“I went there expecting to find a heaven 
for the people and for the workers; instead 
I found a hell. The people have no say in

j the Board will be the introduc- 
I tion this year in the local schools 
of the “child accounting” sys¬ 
tem exactly as it is being used in 
Pasadena so that there will be 
perfect correlation when pupils 
pass from the grade to junior 
high.

j pleted, all teachers will be re-

surance of their own. Mrs. Al¬ 
len states that .some folks might 
not understand the failure of 
teachers to continue this practice 
which they have formerly made 
and is anxious that the rea.son 
be made plain to the public.
